Lower Merion taxpayers will be 
asked to approve a $950,000 bond issue 
to cover the cost of a new junior high 
school building and other school work- 
in the township at the primary elec- 
tions on September 14. 

Plans for putting the bond issue 
question before the public were com- 
pleted at a meeting of the township 
Board of Education held in Ardmore 
last Monday night, at which E. E. 
Burlingame, president of the board, 
presided. 

Board officials explained that care- 
ful financing and the expiration of 
current bond obligations will make an 
increase in the school tax rate un- 
necessary, should tbe bond issue bo 
! approved by Lower Merion voters. 
j The new junior high school building, 
j for which there will be a pressing need 
, by 1939, according to Superintendent 
jof Schools S. Edgar Downs, will be 
i built in Cynwyd on property now 
! owned by the school board adjoining 
the Cynwyd Public School on Bryn 
Maw avenue. Architects have esti- 
mated that it will cost about $685,878. 
The remainder of the bond issue 
will go toward improving the Academy 
Building in Cynwyd, expansion of ath- 
letic facilities at the school grounds 
on Montgomery avenue, etc. 

The total net funded indebtedness 
of the school district at present is 
$1,582,998. This could be increased 
bv the school board by $469,653 and

Under the plan as outlined by Wil- 
liam H. Durbin, chairman of the 
Public Safety Committee, before 
Borough Council Monday night, the 
money would be paid off in 12 yearly 
installments of $2000 each with in- 
terest (now G per cent) of 4 per cent. 

While no definite action could be 
taken at the July meeting, it is under- 
stood that Narberth Borough would 
act as surety for the Narberth Fire 
Company which owns the building. 
Details of the financing are expected 
to be completed by the August 9 
meeting.
